The city remains remarkably quiet and 
J dull. 


The work o f inspecting the twenty-five 
thousand tenement*houses in New York 
city bes commenced.

They are dirty, pcjrly ventilated, 
and lack a water supply. 
The sleeping- 
rooms are dark, email in size, over crowd­ 
e d and nothing in .them but straw beds 
lying upon tbe ll jor. In one building, forty- 
one persons were fouud, of whom tw enty- 
four were little children.

children, 
in small rooms,

treme. Another building was inspected 
which sheltered fourteen lamilies—seventy- 
two persons—thirty-one adults and forty- 
one children, and their condition was 
degraded and touching in the extreme. 
What the Board ct Health will do after 
they visit Co,OOO cl these tenement-housed 
is not ktiown. They find a sickening con* 
clition of the inhabitants of these houses, 
and to find a remedy is supremely impor­ 
tant to the.bealtb of New York city.

The Torn. Riddled, Tattered Relies 
of Our Oreat Civil War. 
Washington

The upper portion of this shabby house 
is now used by one of the clerks of the 
adjutant general's office, and the first floor 
is set aside for the ssfe keepmg aod display 
of the captured battle flags of the late war. 
The rooms present a unique appearance. 
The walls are covered with the tattered 
remnants of the banners. The ceilings are 
hidden by bunting. 
The windows are 
draped and mantels festooned, and door­ 
ways covered under by tho flags, while 
hundreds of them are pigeon holed and 
only unrolled to show the curious. 
The 
front room contains the flags captured 
from our army by the confederates, and 
numbering 234. They are in every degree 
of condition, trom the bullet riddled and 
moth eaten to the perfect. 
These colors 
were all recaptured at the fall of Rich­ 
mond, when they were found in the war 
office of that city. The northern states are 
all represented by stripes of bunting, on 
which are emblazoned the coatof-arm s 
belonging to each section. 
OI the Sixtieth Ohio Standard there are 
only a few ragged bits. It was captured 
by the “Conteds,” on the 15th of Septem­ 
ber, 1862, at Harper’s Ferry. 
The state 
motto is shot away. The blue silk is be­ 
grimed, the burnished letters are black aud 
dingy. Our brave boys gave it up on the 
20th of September, 1863, aud to the con­ 
quering enemy, on tho 18th of April, 1863, 
me Eignty-ninth and Fifty-eighth Ohio 
regiments were also reluctancy compelled 
to yield their flags. 
These look as it they 
been carefully “(brough the wars,” for the 
thin material bolds irs beauty with more 
certain pluck than any of the others. The 
silk is clelt by shots, but the triage and 
and ornament*} are intact, and about the 
handle the bit of pink ribbon tied in a true 
lover’s knot, as a remL der of some “girl 
ne lett behind him,” still remains as It was 
placed.

(brough which they served to animate and 
stimulate the soldiers. The Confederate 
officers were much more particular in tins 
respect than our own commanders. 
•Something ought to be done to preserve 
these flags, or in a few years more of ex­ 
posure to “moth, mildew and rust,” they 
will be reduced to absolute nothingness.

The court says that the com­ 
pany may prevent, by force, travelers from 
entering bv a gateway that is forbidden 
to them, but a passenger who has en­ 
tered without opposition cannot be turn­ 
ed out because he entered by the wrong 
door. 
The Jersy City ferry company sustained 
a similar judgment a few years ago. 
It 
was when the rule was comparatively new 
forbidding Ii it p f’sengersto enter by the 
gateway for vehicle, and requiring them 
to go through the prssage by the ticket 
office. A pf senger, who did not know 
the rule, and had a ticket, enter 1 through 
the cartway, no one hindering him, and 
had fairly reached the beat, when the gate 
keeper ran after bim and dragged him 
tack. He showed h a ticket, but wps put 
off the boat notwithstanding, and made to 
go around. He al' a re covered $200 dam­ 
age, end the supreme court said that if 
jury had awarded two or three times that 
amount no fault would have been found. 
There are a couple of “ladies” car deci­ 
sions which * r«tra* J the same rule. 
In 
one the lone bachelor crowded pen the 
brakeman who we a guarding the entrance 
to the • ladies’ 
car, 
and the brakeman 
dragged him back and pulled bim off. The 
court held that th s was lawful; the com- 
pauy had a right to appropriate a special 
~ar for ladles and gentlemen with ladies, 
and to station a guard to exclude others, 
and the guard might use such force as wps 
nee c ary to carry out the regulation. In 
the second c?°e there was no guard, only 
a placard; the passenger entered peacably 
and unoppc cd; but when the conductor 
came through and detected the intruder 
he put him ou'. The court held this was 
going beyond the law. After the passen­ 
ger nad teen allowed the enter and take 
his seat, he could not be expelled.
